Thomas a Real Fighter. 

Thomas is a real fighter. He was born 
in Wisconsin and educated for the min- 
istry in Scotland. He boosted the First 
Congregational church in five years from 
membership of 270 with an annual 
budget of $3,500, to a total of 450 mem- 
bers and a budget of $20,000. The de- 
velopment of his local church work has 
given to him a unique standing among 
Wisconsin Protestant churchmen.
